POSTS AND TO EXCHANGE VIEWS INSOFAR AS POSSIBLE. ADDI-

TO ROME MEETINGS. TO PRESENT AIDE MEMOIRE AND MEET WITH 
REPS ADDRESSEE HOST GOVERNMENTS. REGRET INABILITY TO 
GIVE POSTS MORE AMPLE NOTICE; HOWEVER, SCHEDULING 
PROBLEMS HAVE PREVENTED EARLIER DECISION TO HOLD 

CONSULTATIONS SOUTH AMERICA. FOLLOWING WOULD BE

REQUESTED BY EMBASSY AS WELL AS SUMMARIZING AIDE MEMOIRE

SOME INDICATION AS TO SUBJECT MATTER TO BE DISCUSSED.
